New York. — The great cross on busi- 
ness here is the lack of vessels to 
■carry freights and the uncertainty as 

~tc the fate of neutral vessels bound 
to the ports of Western Europe, where 
they are freighted. There are at va- 
rious terminals of this city and adja- 
cent thereto more than 3,000 cars 
loaded with wheat for export, and no 

j cargo space available in which to 
place their contents. There are scores 
of exporters here unwilling now to 
ship merchandise lest it never reaches 
the consignees abroad. Since the re- 

j cent declarations of war on neutral 
vessels by the allied belligerents an<} 
the risks from the German subma- 
rines have been extreme to our ex- 
porters, there has been extreme anx- 
iety as to the future of our foreign 
trade. As yet all the vessels that are 
available have been loaded and dis- 
patched, but many transactions in pur- 
chases that would otherwise have been 
tfl'ected have been held up and cargoes 
that wou'.d have been offered for ship- 
ment have been kept in waiting in 
the hope that the protests of our na- 
tional government would be able to 
secure safety for shipment from this 
country. 

As it stands all vessels available 
have been loaded and our exports con- 
tinue to record great gains, but those 
gains would have been $20,000,000 at 
least greater during February if ves- 
sels had been procurable and we had 
freedom of the seas. The great dislo- 
cations of business caused by the war 
have fallen in larger numbers and in 
many, more ways upon this tity than 
upon any other city of the country.

FEAR A CHRISTIAN MASSACRE.

London, March 8. — Heavy Krupp 
guns mounted along the shores of th,e 
Dardanelles north of Chanak and Na- 
gara forts, where the waterway bends 
sharply to the east and a great Turkish 
army massed along the Asiatic and Eu- 
ropean sides of the strait to prevent 
the marcb of the Anglo-French forces 
upon Constantinople, have apparently 
checked the operations of 4be Interna^ 
tionsl fleet 

Lull in Operations. 

Although no official report had been 
issued at the time this dispatch "was 
written, unofficial advices from Athens 
stated that a lull had fallen over^the 
operations in the Dardanelles. In the 
meantime the international fleet Is be- 
ing replenished with ammunition from 
the British naval station at Malta and , 
the French naval station at Toulon. 

Some military and naval experts ex- i 
press thf opinion that the fleet will 
not try to smash its way any farther | 
eastward, but will content itself with | 
keeping the Turkish army engaged j 
while the Russian Ulack sea fleet can 
attack the forts guarding the eastern 
entrance of the noai)oru.s. Dispatches 
from Rome reiterated the news that 
the Russian niack sea fleet, made 
up of about fifty sliips, was steaming 
southward at full speed toward Forts 
Killm and Poiraz, which guard the en- 
trance of the Bosporus. Some of the 
ships were said to be big transports, 
carrying Russian troops. This indi- 
cated the possibility that the Russians 
may try to land troops at Organli or 
Karaburun for land operations against 
the Turkish troops defending Constan- 
ttaople. 

German Officers to Turkey. 

A dispatch from Amsterdam says 
that German officers are being sent to 
Constantinople ftom northern France 
to help defend the TorkiBh capitaL 
They were nnder OTders to get through 
as quickly ail possible and report to 
FIdd Marshal von d«r Gottx of the 
German araiy who to dlreetlng the 
preparations for the defense of the 
Ottoman capItaL' 

The Rnssian Black sea fleet regular-, 
ly Includes ten battleships, '22 destroy- 
ers, 14 toi>pedo boats, 11 sabmarinea 
and four gonboats, as well as snbma- 
rines and s number of smaller ves- 
sels. The Russian Is tar saperior . in 
strength to the Torktob fleet, and 
there Is a strong likelihood now that 
with the Anglo-French fleet holding 
the Dardanelles and the Russians ly- 
ing off the Bosporus, the Turkish 
fleet will be bottled up. 



Will Make Specialty of Trees Sul^ible 
for Planting Along the State 
Highways.. 

(Special Frankfort Correiipozideace.) 

Frankfort. Ky. — L. Frank Johnson, 
of Frankfort, has secured the tlrst o! 
the seedling trees grown in the state 
tree nursery at Louisville. He has ar 
ranged to purchase 1,000 blacli locust 
trees for reforesting his farm, about 
five miles below Frankfort on tht 
Kentucky river. State Forester J. E 
Barton said trees from the nursery 
will be sold at cost and the price paic 
by Mr. Johnson will be $3 the 1,000 
There also are 200 catalpa trees read> 
for sale. Next fall a larger nunibei 
of seedlings will be ready for sale 
They will Include black walnut, pecan 
chestnut, red oak and walnut. 

A flve-acre tract at the Louisville 
nursery is to be planted in all kindt 
of forest trees indigenous to Kentucky 
as an experiment in dense forest 
growth for demonstration purposes, 
showing the proper methods of culti- 
vation, and eventually, of course, cull 
ing and conservation. Forester Bar- 
ton's intention is to increase the area 
to twenty acres. 

Apple seeds are to be planted this 
year, and it was announced that the 
nursery will make a specialty of rais- 
ing trees suitable for plan tins along 
the state highways.

Paris Official Communique Says Heavy 
.Artillery Fire of the French Bat- 
teries Ca u s ed FanW Among 
the German Soldiers

Paris, March 8.— Violent night at- 
tacks by German troops northwest of 

Beausejour in an attempt to halt the 
French advance in Champagne has 
resulted in desperate fighting. The offi- 
cial communique states that all the 
German counter-attacks in the vicinity 
of Beausejour were repulsed, however, 
and also claims that the French prog- 
r<-.= r, in the region of Perthes Is being 
maintained. 

In Bolglum, In the region of Nleu- 
port and Ypres, fighting has been con- 
fined to a lively artillery engagement, 
while farther south there was an inter- 
mittent cannonade between the Lys 
and the Aisne. 

Germans in Panic. 

Tile communique adds that the 
heavy artillery fire of the French bat- 
teries near Vleville-en-Haye, northwest 
of Pont-a-Mou8son, caused a panic 
among the German soldiers, and that 
they abandoned a farm upon which 
they had talten up their position, flee 
Ing Into a wood near the Forest of 
I'orroy, Later German forces at 
tempted to attack the French ad- 
vanced posts in that region, but their 
efforts were wholly unsuccessful. The 
text of the communique follows: 

"In Helgium there were very violent 
artillery engagements in the region 
of Nieuport and Ypres. From the Lv.^ 
to the Aisne there was an intermittent 
cannonade. In Champagne the prog- 
ress which we made yesterday in the 
ravine to the northwest of Beausejour 
led the Germans to make a new 
counter attack during the night. This 
was repulsed. All our progress In the 
region of Perthes, reported by the 
communique ot last ni^t, lias been' 
maintained. 

"Near Vieville-en-Haye, northeast of 
Pont-a-Mousson. the well-directed fire 
of o'lr artillery upon a farm cauaed a 
panic among the soldiers who occupied 
It. Th<ey fled toward the wood, pur- 
sued by our shells. Near the forest 
of Porrcy small German forces at- 
tempted without success to attack our 
fivcnce guards."

MUCH ADO ABOUT NOTHING. 

The Winobesler Hun has written a 
lengthy editorial eommeniinv on the re- 
port made by the grand jury at the last 
session of the ciranit court held in this 
county. In this editorial it assails very 
stronjily Judse W. 11. Sliackelford and 
cliargfcs llial ihe Uolinqainces complain 
fd of by ilio firand jury are due to liim. 

In order that our readers may under- 
stand tlie situation we reproduce the ed- 
itorial: 

Illboai. Saxe ok Liv{i;uk in M.vuisox 

CofliTY. 

"Since being informed through tbe re- 
port of the Madison county grand jury 
of tbe illegal sale of liquor in that coun- 
ty, we have to stop and wonder, <if the 
saloons in other counties of the State are 
ever closed, if such will be ihe case. It 
seems that iliere is some one in Madison 
county neglecting his duty, or has not 
the courage to stand for wliai is riebt 
and enforce the law. It is possible for 
a bootlegger to sell his goods for a short 
time, but if an effort is made by the 
proper officials it would seem that this 
violator would sunn be brouL'bl to jus- 
tice. In any cvoht lii; '\oulU not be so 
boM il b(5 j(iii'\v be wa» being watched 
by ollloers of the la\T. In the report of 
tbe grand jury we find that whisky is 
being sold almost openly at places near 
tbe coort-beuse and near many of tbe 
oburohes, which is not only a disgrace 
to Madison county, but such flagrant vi- 
olation of the law in a county casts a re- 
flection on Ihe whole State. 

The stampintr oui of the illegal saleof 
liquor is a scri jus proposition and it is 
hoped that if ttie saloons are ever put 
out ut Winchester that we will have 
strong,, determined men, who will see to 
it that tbe law is respected. We believe 
that the county officials in Madison have 
been largely raspooaible for the state of 
atfairs that now exists there. They 
should have used all tb-ir power to see 
that no liquor was sold, but from the re- 
port of the Krand jury li seems thai they 
are doing nothing lo stamp it out. 

Judge Shackelford, who is the county 
judge of that county, is seeKing to be 
circuit Judge of the 25th Judicial Dis- 



trict, and weSvonder if he is goine to 
use bis office to stamp out tbe illegal 
sale of liquor in this district, or will be 
permit it to be eold in lueb an open man- 
ner as it is now being distributed in Mad- 
ison county. 

Tbe report of tbe grand jury is signed 
by a Mr. T. J. Curtis, who is said lo be 
a strong Shackelford man, and if these 
statements were not true he would not 
have so willingly placed his name to a 
report that we believe will seriously af- 
fect bis friend's race. 

In this report we find that the county 
roads of that county have been badly 
neglected, and are In a serious condition, 
which does not speak so well for the 
county judge of that county again, and 
if Judge Shackelford cannot manage 
bis own county, bow is he to stop tbe il- 
legal sale of liquor in three other conn- 
ties and to handle tbe many propositions 
that coma to a circuit judge?" 

The members of tbe grand jury were 
highly incensed at this editorial and vol- 
untarily met at tbe court-house last 
week au'i adopted and signed a state- 
ment whioh we also reprodnee: 

"We, tbe ondersigned members of the 
grand jury of Madison county, stale: 

We have read an article in the Win 
Chester Sun of Feb. 25th, 1915, entitled 
"Illegal Sale of Liquor in Madison." 
Tbisaricle misquotes the report of the 
grand jury. It wholly misrepresjUits tbe 
purpose of Uie grand jury in that it ai^ 
tempu to convey the idea that the grand 
Jury in its report intended to or did re- 
flect on the integrity or efficiency of any 
official or public officer of the county, 
either police, county or circuit judge, or 
any other person having a duty to en- 
force the law. We resent the statement 
that the condition as to the tale of liq 
uor existing, is a disgrace to Madison 
county or that such condition in Mad 
ison county casu a reflection on tbe 
whole State. 

Wu reported many indictments for vi- 
olation ot the liquor laws and we hope 
lhat the present judge of the -circuit 
court will be as vigilant and active in 
securing convictions as the judges of the 
county and police courts. 

We do not approve of tbe misuse, dis- 
tortion and misrepresentation of our re- 
port for the purpose so plainly indicated 
by this article, anu we resent this or any 
other effort to misuse this report of the 
grand jury as a campaign document to 
attack any candidate fcr the office of cir- 
cuit judge. We do not approve and we 
do not believe any fair-minded man will 
approve of such methods. ' 
. We did not say that the public roads 
had been l>adly neglected, but did say 
that, owing to the bad weatherand heavy 
hauling, some of the roads were in bad 
condition, and suggested that the fiscal 
court use all available ftinds to repair 
them, as thi>y have always done hereto- 
fore. 

The plain pnrpose of this article is to 

attack and reflect on the official conduct 
and personal character of Judge Shack 
elford, as he is the only person named. 
We desire lo stale that the attitude of 
Judge Shackelford toward violators of 
the liquor laws has been grossly misrep- 
resented, and he has been deliberately 
placed in a false position for the pur- 
pose ol discrediting him among people 
who do not know 'him as well aa do. 
We know him to be a vigilant fiscal 
court officer and a perfectly just and im 
partial judge, whose official conduct was 
never swayed by any influence except to 
do equal justice to all persons, no mat- 
ter what their condition might be. We 
regard him as one of our first oitisens, 
a mas of tbe highest character and abil- 
ity, and take pleasure in testifying to 
the world that we are satisfied with 
and take pride in the way he has con- 
ducted our fiscal affairs, presided over 
our courts and conducted all tbe busi- 
ness of his office. 

We deny that there was or . was .lo 
tended to be in this grand Jury report 
anything which could or sfaonid affect 
Judge Shackelford's race for circuit 
Judge, as stated in the article in the Sun

We cannot understand why Judge 
Shackelford should be singled out by the 
two Winchester papers ai,d made the 
target of vicious editorials undertaking 
to (eflect upon him. Judge Shackelford 
is no more char>reble with the matters 
complained of than any man charged 
with official duties in Madison oeantv, 
ranging from constable to circuit court 
judge. 

ll must be borne in mind that Mad- 
ison county is not a local opiion county, 
and the benefit of the local opiion laws 
can be bad only in certain parts of the 
county. While il is true that the coun- 
ty court has jurisdiction of all viola- 
tions of tbe liquor laws committed with- 
in the confines of Madison county, it is 
equally true that each magistrate and 
the police courts and the circuit court 
have concurrent jurisdiction. 

Il is unfair and unjust to single out 
one man and say thai he is responsible 
for e.xisling conditiens. There are eight 
magistrates in the county of Madison, 
one police judge in the city of Rich- 
mond and a police judge in the city of 
Berea and ihe circuit court, that can 
deal with this class of law violators. 

Il will be borne in mind lhat the city 
of Berea has made a determined and 
steadfast ti^'hl against bootlegging, and 
the same can be said of the police court 
of the city of Richmond, also the coun- 
ty court, presided over by Judge Sback- 
elford. 

Tlie policy court of this city was con- 
stituted for the express purpose of look- 
ing after the violations of the liquor law 
coming within iis jurisdiction in the 
said cil}', and the records of thai courl 
show that il has been energetic in the 
discharge of its duties. The police offi 
cers have l>een diligent and have brought 
many violators to the Inr of justice. 

The Winchester Sun undertakes to say 
that Judge Shackelford, being on the 
ground, is«lothed with authority to pro- 
ceed by warrant and is not required to 
await the action of the grand jury, and 
undertakes to excuse ihe circuit court 
indirectly by intimating that it must 
await tbe action of tbe grand jury in this 
class of cases. This is not the law, and 
the circnit court can proceed in all mis- 
demeanor cases by warrant without the 
intervention of the grand jury. In addi- 
tion to this, tbe circuit court is armed 
with ihe very strong power of twelve in- 
telligent grand jurors coming from the 
l>ody of the people, and who can come 
nearer fer?eting out the violations of law 
than can any court not armed with soch 
auibosiiy. 

It is not our pnrpose to make invidi- 
ous comparisons, nor is it our purpose to 
enter into a newspaper controversy which 
would be undignified and undesirable. 

We further wish to say that tbe newv 
papers of this ciiy have treated Clark 
county's distinguished candidates for cir- 
cuit judge and Commonwealth's attor- 
ney with tbe very greatest courtesy, and 
all three of onr papers have spoken well 
of them and have not sought directly or 
indireolly to cast reflections on them or 
throw mud. We think that we can 
safely say lhat this course will be 
maintained by our wortliy coutempora 
ries, the Register and Pantagrapb, and 
certainly this paper will not depart from 
its estabiislied principle of refusing to 
single out any man and inake''bim the 
target of newspaper assaults. 

Judge Shackelford has taken a very 
dignitied and very sensible view of the 
tirade of abuse that has been heaped up- 
on him. He refuses to draw tbe high 
office of circuit judge into gutter polir- 
lios, and for this we commend bim.

Death of Jno. E. GreenleaL 



A death which caused universal sor- 
row in this community is thai of^Mr. 
John E. Greenleaf, who passed quietly 
into that dreamless sleep on Saturday 
March 6th, at his boms on Xisneaster 
Avecne. 

He had been in deeUnins health for a 
couple of years, but with bis cheerful 
disposition and courage that was charac- 
teristic of the man, he would not alluw 
his suffering to interfere with the hap- 
piness of those around him. 

Mr. Greenleaf was t)om in Lancasler 
Sept. 18, 1850, and was the son of Wm. 
Greenleaf and Luoinda Stevens. He 
came to Ricbmonl in 1870 and during 
the long years that Jiave followed, no 
man has stood higher. in the communi- 
ty, or buili up for himself a characier 
further above reproach. He was elect- 
ed book-keeper and teller of the First 
National Bank, and years later succeed- 
ed Mr. Xietcher as cashier of the Bank 
now known as the Southern National, 
which position he occupied at tbe time 
of his death. 

Mr. Greenleaf was first married to 
Miss Annie Itusby and after her death to 
Miss Ida Jenninirs. a daughter of Dr. 
and Mrs. Wm. Jennings, of this county. 
Of tLis union three children were born, 
two of whom, Jad^ I.'J. Greenleaf and 
Miss Van Greenleal^rvive him. 

Mr. Greenleaf belonged to the order 
of Elks and was a Kssoo, being Knight- 
ed in Richmond Commandery August, 
1875, and had filled nearly all ihu posi- 
tions of honor in the various bodies He 
became Master in 1878, Ilitili Priest of 
Richmond Chapter in 18S2 and again in 
1890, and was elected Commander o(-bis 
Commandery in 1880.. 
. Mr. Greenleaf was^-a member of the 
Presbyterian church and for many years 
has been one of its most f.\ithfu1 mem- 
bers. Perhaps no man in the county 
had more friends, and justly so. Al- 
ways a man of modest, retiring disposi- 
tion, but genial and hospitable, he was a 
loved figure in tbe town. As a hostmnd 
and father he was indulgent and affec 
tionate. the devotion of. his only daugh- 
ter being a source 6t great pleasure to 
him. 

The funeral was held on Sunday after- 
noon at the home and was conducted by 
Or. R. L. Telford, of the First Presby- 
terian cburc^, after which the body was 
laid to rest in the Richmond Cemetery, 
where the grave was hidden beneath a 
mass of fragrant flowers«:Jove's otfer 
ing.

Seeks NoinlmtioB oo"Stroflg and 
Wortliy" Democratic Ticket. 



RECORD AS ASSESSING OFFICER 



la Reviewed In Refuting Reckless 
Chargee of Favoritism Toward Big 
Corporate lnter««to Made by Owsley 
Stanley— Will Enter Into Con- 
troversy With Hia Detraetor^Peinta 
With Pride to IManner In Which 
Present Administration of Treas- 
urefa Office Has Overcome Deficit 
Inherited From Rapublican Prsde- 
cesser. 

Thomas S. Rhea of Logan cointy, 
present state treasarer'ot Kent'icky 
and late chairmaa of the Democrati<: 
state campaign committee, tcday 
makes announcement of his candi'lacy 
for bis party's nomination, in the Au- 
gust primary electloB. for the office 
of auditor of public accounts. In en- 
tering the race Mr. Rhea presents to 
the voters a brief review of his course 
as a member of the state board of 
Talaatkm and assessment, the fran- 
chise tax board of the state, shewing 
that that body has by unanimous ac- 
tion materially increased the assess- 
ment of all the large public aenrice 
corporatloiia, refuting the reckless 
charges made by Congressman Ows- 
ley Stanley that the board bad been 
inHuenced la behalf of the corpora- 
tions. 

Mr. Rhea also reviews his course 
in the management of the state's 



ship upon Any lesltimate Industry. Ttil# 
hoard, with my active aBt^stanc*, In the 
last three yeera, has iaerakaed the_ fran- 
chise valuations upon aU the cocporm- 
tirns of the state from t48,oeo,000 to 
»1.?2.000.000: ana four of the largfest rall- 
roiid companies, whose :ts.*«essrpenls were 
raised, have enjoined the roUection and 
carried the qaesthm into the federal 
courts, -wheiv the caaes are now pending 
for a decision. The favrrrable noltlcmenv 
of these cases In the courts together wjih 
the large increases from other corponi- 
tlons w^iich are not contested, means a 
sreat boon to the taxpayers and a most 
valualile Increase In our revenues. In 
the four years of the present adminis- 
tration the increase of revenues from the 
a.^scs.sments of those corporations, which 
have not contested Increoses, . will 
amount to a sum to the state far in ex- 
cess of 11,000,000; and the Increase of 
revenues from the same source to the 
coiintirs. cities, towns and schort dis- 
tricts of the state will amount to about 
t2.<)00,000 for the same period.

11— THE INTRICATE MECHANISM 



The switchboard — the most in- 
tricate aiid interesting adjunct of 
till' telephone business — is divided 
into sections and there are usually 
fjfixree operators ' positions in each 
section. An operator sits at each 
position, an^ from this point can 
reach the line of every subscriber 
in the exchange. However, only a 
limited number of subscribers' an- 
swering jackets terminate in front 
of each operator. This causes it to 
be possible for an operator to con- 
nect a -calling party with any num- 
ber on the switchboard, but she 
can answer the calls of only a few 
subscribers. "Whenever a new sec- 
tion is added to the switchboard 
it is necessary to run the wires and 



connect the line of every subscri- 
ber into 'the new section. 

Sometimes subscribers fail to 
answer their telephones promptly 
and when they do answer it the 
operator says "Number, x>lease," 
If the calling party has gro'wn im- 
patient and hung up his receiver. 
Only one operator can answer you 
when you ask for a number, but 
any operator at the switchboard 
can ring j-our telephone bell. If 
an operator has a rush of calls 
those on each side of her come to 
her assistance and a supervisor is 
always at hand to help her out.
